The San Francisco School Dis- 
trict was Unified for a moment 
last IThursday at a meeting of the 
school board over the issue of the 
Proposed firing of school bus 
monitors. The board voted 6 to 0 
to_ continue the service of moni- 
tors to the end of the school year 
after the Mission Model Cities 
Committee offered the board 
$40,000 toward the salary of bus 
Ionitors. 

Bus monitors 一 whbo would have 
been fired on February 28，one 
day after the meeting 一 adminis- 
trators，bus drivers，board mem- 
bers, and the superintendent were 
all smijles and shouts of joy upon 
hearing the offer from Carlos Car- 
rilljo， President of 'the Misslon 
Coalition . 

Carrillo said that the Hunters 
Point Model Cities Program also 
offered $40,000. 

Just Prior to the $80,000 offer， 
the board had voted to extend the 
service for one ionth to seek 
SouUrces for fundsiand to investi- 
gate the possibijlity of trimming 
eXpenses. 

At last week's meeting, admnnainis- 
trative officials said that the cost 
of continuing the service to the 
end of the school year would ex- 
ceed the budget by $#$126,000. 

After the offer from the Model 
Cities programs,， the board revised 
the one-month extension for the 
Program to the end of the school 
YearT， 

In another action，the board 
gave its approval of a program that 
would set 20 elementary school 
Principals into action to assess the 
quality of administration in ele- 
mentary schools .throughout 9an 
Francisco， 

The program，which would con- 
sist of seminars and workshops by 
Principals in an attempt at self- 
assessment，will span a period of 
three years. 

It is hoped that the Rockefeller 
Foundation will give financial sup- 
port to hire consultants and sub- 
stitutes for the Principals during 
their time away from their as- 
Signed schools. 

Leonard Flynn，Pprincipal of Le-

Mandarin Tower，Chinatown's 
first high-rise condominium， is 
bankrupt. Debts on the 17-story 
apartment at Stockton and Wash- 
ington streets，including several 
mortgages, exceed $3.2 million . 

The tower, completed two years 
ago，has twelve stories of con- 
dominium apartments over three 
levels of professional-medical of 一 
fice space and two bottom levels 
for stores. 

Though the Mandarin Develop- 
ment Company boasted in early 
1970 that tworthirds of the apart- 
ments had been Spoken for before 
completion，documents filed in 
court belie that claim . 

According to thbhose records，47 
of the 72 condominium apart- 
ments remain unsold. Some units 
are leased with an option to buy. 

Continental Mortgage Investors 
has Petitioned the court for per- 
mission to foreclose on the re- 
maining $$1.9 million first mort- 
gage it holds on the Property. 
There's another 和 625,000 mort- 
gage by the Equitable Life Insur- 
ance Company。 Continental also 
Seeks to' seqduester all rents. 

Among other debts listed is a 
secured claim of $77,000 by archi- 
tect Thomas 了 sieh and an un- 
Secured claim by Sears Roebuck 
of $80,000. 

The company also owes the City 
$83,000 in unpaid property taxes， 

In _ court affiqavits，several con- 
dominium owners who paid from 
$42,000 to $65,000 for their 
apartments，blamed bad manage- 
ment for the company's business 
Imisfortune. 

Apartment owner 开 im Jones 
complained about“elevators that 
do not function properly,，Plumb- 
ing that does not operate，a lack 
of hot water，and related prob- 
jems.” 

These alleged shortcomings，in 
addition to the fact that the com- 
Pany failed to hold a promised 
election of officers of an owners” 
assSociation，““caused a lack of 
faith and overall distrust of the

Mandarin Towers was built by a 
Hawaii-based group headed by Dr， 
Hung Wo Ching and G.、 Alfred 
Roensch and Wilbur Duberstein of 
San Francisco. 

Besides the mortgage payrnents， 
the group had to pay $50,000 per 
year for the land，on which it had 
a 99-year ground lease.
